In every Instance where reconsideration Is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademaric Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarit Office ts unnecessary.

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Examiner agrees with applicant's argument with regards to the Lauer reference. However, only claim 1 
recited the argued limitations listed above. Therefore, applicant arguments did not overcome the rejections 
for claims 16-33. 

In addition, the claims 1 - 33 would be rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over 
claims 1 - 17 of U. S. Patent No. 6766368 since the claims, if allowed, would improperiy extend the 
"right to exclude" already granted in the patent. Mr. Wall preferred that examiner issue an advisory 
action for the communication filed December 3, 2004 and in response he will file a terminal disclaimer 
for the double patenting rejection and cancel the non-allowable claims, 16-33 and may pursue the 
cancel claims in a continuing application. 
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
